SAN 上 FRANCISCO  “ - Perhaps 
Dowhere in SF has So much history 
been crammed into Such 3a small 
space 3S Portsmouth Square. Once a 
center of social and Political life 
for the entire city，it has become 
Chinatown'Ss backyard -- one of the 
most intensively-used Pieces of real 
estate in the US9. 

The last major change toO_ the 
Park came in the early 1970s$，when 
a jarge _ concrete footbridge leading 
to0 the Chinese _ Culture Center in 
the _ Holiday Inn was built over 
Kearny Street，But a far bigger 
change -- 3a 34.7 million faceliftt 
which will drastically alter the 
park's design -- is slated to begin 
within a few months (EL 6/117/87)， 

While some community leaders 
and residents are Praising the 
proposed redesign，others are find- 


ing Serious Problems with :the Plan 
approved by the SFE Recreation 
Park Commission，which has final 
authority Over the city'Ss parks， 

One of the most controversial 
aspects of the Plan calls for moving 
the Testrooms and elevators to the 
bridge _ entrance， then connecting 
them with an archway.

NOT A SIMPLE ISSUE 


The Tibetan issue is therefore not as simple and clear-cut as the media 
iand the Some well-meaning congressmen and political commentators like to 
imagine. Like our American Indian issue it has a ]ong history，going as 
ifar back as the Tang Dynasty，7th century A.D.，when the founder of the 
ELIibetan Tufan Dynasty，King Srong-tsan Gam-po，married Emperor Tai 
必 Zong's Princess Wen Cheng and pledged allegiance to China. In the fol- 
几 lowing centuries，the relations between influential China and distant Tibet 
iwere bumpy and at times hostile. Twice Tibet was conquered and brought 
under the Chinese rule in the Yuan Dynasty 雇 the 13th century and in 
ithe Qing Dynasty iD the 17th century. Throughout their dealings with the 
TIibetan minority，the attitudes and policies of the Chinese majority，like 
the white majority's handling of racial minorities in the US，has been 
Uracist chauvanistic and repressive. 
周 During the final decades of the declining Qing Dynasty，when Powerless 
LUChina was being partitioned by Western imperialists，Tibet became the 
jitarget of colonization for Britain and Czarist Russia with both instigating 
Various take-over Schemes and colluding with the religious_ and economic 


elite to sever Tibet 他 om China. This included a Separatist ploy to "help" 
Tibet achieve "independence" through British SpOonsorship in 1914， During 
the Chiang Kai-shek era，the KMT government in Nanjing governed Tibet 
through the Commission for Mongolian and Tibetan Affairs under the 
Executive Yuan.， However，Britain continued to _ferment Tibetan indepen- 
dence through the upper-class Tibetans in her colony，India. 

Shortly after the Communist Victory 记 China，Tibet was peacefully 
liberated through a 17-point "Agreement of the Central People's Govern- 
Iment and the Local Government of Tibet"” on May 23，1951. Since then 
China had been credited for emancipating the Tibetan majority from 
centuries of cruel serfdom and chronic poverty under the Tepressive 
Buddhist theocracy. But in 1959，the Dalai Lama， with secret military 
Support 位 om foreign governments，led a. bloody armed revolt against 
Chinese rule，China responded quickly and brutally crushed the rebels 
with the, People's Liberation Army.， The Dalai Lama and about 80,000 
followers took refuge 记 India， 人 在 om where he had been launching his 
anti-China propaganda and infiltration into Tibet. 

Like the racial minority problems in many countries，the US included， 
it will take time，and unfortunately prolonged struggles，for China to 
finally undo the harm and injury inflicted on Tibetan and other minori- 
ties OVer Several centuries，We believe that for the first time in Chinese 
history，the Chinese government has a progressive and just policy toward 
her minorities，Her social and economic programs，especially since 1979， 
have greatly benefitted the miinorities and she even has a Strong affirma- 
tive action Program to promote Iminority participation in politics and 
government， Her recent policy of separating religion from politics is also 
a Welcome Sign. 


Howeven 让 would be wrong to paint just a IOSY _ picture，as China 
frequentiy does，Recent unrests in Tibet Province are in fact signs of 
lingering problems，generating from within and from outside China As a 
nation，we Americans mnust first recognize the Tibetan minority problem 
as an internal affair of China。、While we may have legitimate reasons to 
be concerned about the rights of the Tibetan Iminority in China，we_ have 
nO more right to Support the separatist or independent movement any 
more than the Chinese have the right to Support for example，the Puerto 
Rican independent movement. 

In shorb we must not rush to judgment without examining the issue 
thoroughly. Instead we must approach the Tibetan issue with understand- 
ing，respect China's Sovereignty and，most of all， humility，less we be seen 
as hypocritical and imperialistic.

The task force Said the report 
"contains 3a wealth of previously 
unavailable admission data at UC

the AAIEUA three years ago，and 
ITeveals Several problem areas in the 
Universitys admission PITocedures 
and data management that require 
further studies and corrective 
ImeasuIes.… 

The Auditor General reported 
that whites "gained admission to 
Berkeley's five colleges at rates that 
Were higher in general than those 
of Asians” from 1981 through 1987， 
even though the average high School
